oity, writes tho followmg interesting 
reminiscences ot the early settlemoLt of 
tbo Kock river valley in Wisconsin to 
tho Jefferson County Union: 


"The fall of 1837 the Indians threat- 


ened to sweep down tho Kock river val- 
ley and kill tho whites, at least such was 
tha report. 
It was reported that largo 


numbers were coiiKreBo'ed about Water- 
town holding war dances, trading ponies 
tor rides, and tars and fikias tor powder 
| and lead; and that the squaws were run- 


niflg Jood into balls, eto. At last the day 
was set to do the work. 
Although we 


diet not boiievo tho reports, still we knew 
it could bo done. Oo tbat day I wne at 
work at some distance from the mill, and 
hoard sueli a yelling as no one but In- 
dians could mako, and looking toward 
tho IIOUEO I suw three Indians on ponies 
riding at full speel toward it, 
Their 


faces were puintel, thoir heads orna- 
mented with feathers, ami they looked 
warlike, I called to some men working 
near by, wo ran to the Louse, found the 
Indians quietly preparing to cook some 
game they had shot. They were on their 
wny to Milwaukee to buy . whisky, and 
meant no harm to us. 


During tbe year 1837 there was but 


one family in tho Bark river settlement, 
but there were oeve/nl men keeping 
bachelor's hbll. The nearest settlement 
wan at Fort Atkinson, eight miles die 


! font. Daring that Benson 8 young man 


and I walked to and from Fort Atkinson 
to attend the funeral ot Mr, Foster, who 
died there. 


Duriog the fall ot 1837 a saw mill was 


completed by Goorfre Gocdhue at John- 
son's EopidB, now WatertowD. 
| 
During the summer of '37 I made a 


i claim on the bank of Rock river, three 
miles above Jefferson. 
In December 


following I took an ax, a ham of pork and 
a blanket, walked down to Jefferson, 
bought a few loaves ot bread o( E, W. 
Darling, also borrowed a boat ot him, 
and changed work with my old friend. 
E j F. Sawyer, wont up to my claim to 
moke the necessary improvements to 
hold it until spring. Previous to this 
time Mr. Darling had rented hie mill at 
Bark rivsr to Churchill and Mr. Ooilum, 
and moved to Jefferson to start a villagfr. 


I worked upon my claim for four 


weeks chopping trees, splitting rails, 
building fences, etc. Daring this time 
Aneon snd Virgil Pope, from Pope'u 
Eapids, near Janeaville, wore shantying 
near by, getting out rail timber. They 
were accustomed to hear some wild ani- 
mal about tha ehanty, picking np bones. 
One bright moonlight night, atter s fall 
otsnow, they opened the door and sa» a 
la-go arey wolf, which they shot and 
killed. 
Having made the necessary 


improvements on my claim, I returned to 
Bark river to work until spring. 


During the winter I picked enough 


cattail IIB.RS to make mo n bed. AUo 
oaujjut and salted a keg of lieh. Bought 
a yoke ot oxen ajd prepared to go onto 
my claim in the spring. In April of '33, 
I borrowed the hind wbeele of a wagon, 
put m a temporary tongue and boi, load- 
ed up my Bbanty outfit, drove to Fort 
Atkinson, and crossed the river on the 
Terry, thence to Jefferson, ogam ferried 
across, out my own road through the 
timber three miles and reached my claim. 
Toe neit day I took the wagon on a 
boat, borrowed of Mr. Darling, and re- 
turned it to .bark river running the dis- 
tanca ot [twenty miles,' returned to my 
claim the nest day ready for farming. I 
cleared about two acres, made a burrow 
with ivooden teeth, anj planted tho land 
with corn and potatoes, 
I bought tbe 


potatoes of Samuel St. Jobn, near Janes 
ville, boated Ihem up toe river. I paid 
four dollars a bushel for yeed corn to 
plant, the corn not coming up the first 
time, I replanted June 3d, paying a six- 
pence au ear for tho seed, KniBed a 
splendid crop of cnrn and potatoes. 


In the spring of '33 my brother came 


out from the east; I divided my claim 
with him and we built a comfortable log 
huuse and shantied together. We cover- 
ed our log house with boards and slabs 
bought at Goodhue's mill, Johnson's 
Knpids, and iloatod them down the river. 


Daring the season oC '37 quite large 


quajjlities of lumber were floated down 
tho river, both from Goodhue's and Bark 
river mill, some as far down aa Dixon's 
ferry, Illmoin. My brother and myeeK 
made several trips on rafts thit season. 
Tho nearest gristmill was at Beloit, and 
several JJefferson people carried their 
corn thtio to grind. One of my neigh- 
bors, jrfr. Britton, dug a hole in an oak 
stump for a mortar, and pounded his 
corn to supply a lurge family. Having 
raised something to livo on and built 
comfortable houses to live in, we all 
turned our attention, to opening roads 
through the limber, building bridges, 
bnildicg causeways across marshes, to 
enable people to como in and settle with 
their families. 


We opened a road {from Jefferson to 


Bark river a distance of 10 miles; from 
Jefferson to Golden Lake 113 miles, there 
wo mot the Prairie Village people, who 
opened the road to meet ua. We also 
opened a road on |tho oast side of the 
river to Watertown, with the help ot the 
Watertown people. 


And one on the west [side of the river 


BII miles north, and one to Aztalan.1 


A territorial road was opened from 


Milwaukee to Modiaon, by the D. S. 


! Kovercrcent, crossing Rock river near 
' Belleville, in the winter and spring of 
'33 and '33, My brother and I helped 
open the territorial road from Aztalan 
to tbree miles oast of Rook river, work- 
ing for Chester Bnshjell, the contractor, 
I drore the first toarr, an ox team, tbat 
ever passed over the rood to JMilwaukee. 
The sub-contractors wore to have finished 
their work by a certiin dote; at tbat 
time I went to Milwaukee Cor a load ot 
provisions, and found that several parties 
had not fulfilled their contracts, and we 
were obliged to cut roads around through 
tho woods. I purchased my load of the 
liudingtons, I believe, at their old cor- 
ners. On my return I found the timber 
olenied out, and tbe road completed, the 
entire distance. That season a ferry was 
established across Book river on that 
road, 


By this time we had ferries at water- 


town. Johnnon's Oreek, Jefferson, Azta- 
lan, Fort Atkinsoo.JaneBville and Beloit, 
roads cut and bridges built, In different 
directions through Jefferson county, all 
done by volunteer work, eicept the ter- 
ritorial roati,

I Bark river, attended by people from 
' Jefferson, Fort Atkinson and White- 
! water, >5all lickete were written by J. 


M. Caehmaa, there being no printing 
press except in Milwaukee. J. walked 
ten miles to attend it, tthere being ouly 
enough teams to carry tho ladies. I still 
hold my ball invitation which I prize 
very highly, 


In 18-10 by a treaty with tbo IWinnobs- 


ro Indians they wero to remove west to 
the Mississippi river. They refused to 
go and threatened to resist the U. S 
forces i£ they undertook to [compel them 
to (to. 
GOV, Dodge iseuee a proclama- 


tion calling for volunteer companies D£ 
mounted riflemen to assist in removing 
them if necessary. A company wao 
raised at Jefferson wbioh 1 joined, and 
was appointed second lieutenant of the 
company. I still hold my commission, 


signed by Gov. Dodge, and Wm. B. 
Slaughter, secretary of tbe .territory. But 
as no resistance was made by tbe Indians 
we wore never called r.pon to fight eo we 
escaped a brilliant war record, probably. 


Prvions to 13-10 Copt. Joseph Koyes 


built a small grist mill nncl a saw null at 
Loko Mills, 


Tb.e Indiana being removed west of the 


^Mississippi, mills having been built, 
msrshea covered with causeways, post- 
offices established on Rock river, and 
wagons put on the rood to carry mail and 
pasBengers, we began to feel that wo 
ivere working into civilization. 


From 1833 to 1S40 -we saw some pretty 


3loBo times. Onoo while tho team was in 
Milwaukee for a load of provisions, in 
July, IS37, we got entirely out of provis- 
ions at the mill. We cau«bt suckers and 
red-horee ia Bark river, boiled them into 
a sort ot a porridge, and ate them with 
nothing but Eolt. After a few such meals 
with nothing else, I was non particularly 
fond of fresh iish. I havo e it.>n meals: 
of nothing but bailed bears, also meals 
ol! potatoeb and maple molasses. 


1 will mention some ot the early set- 


tlers in the liock Rivt r Valley, who came 
to tho territory between tbo years 183G 
and 1S-10, not pretending to mention all. 
At Johueon's Kapide, now Watertown, 
wero George Goodliue, Timothy John- 
son. Patrick Roean, Jobn 0. Oilman, 
John Richards, the Coles, and tho Boom- 
ere. 
Between Johnson's Rapids and
